claim 1, which is not found singularly or in combination within the prior art. 

The closest available prior art references (Johnson et al., Nagai et al., and 
Rockwell et al.) disclose of electronic pen configurations using pressure sensitive 
sensors, however, the references singularly or in combination fail to teach of the 
substrate with a closure area and an electrode area formed thereon, the substrate being 
bent such that the closure area and the electrode area form said closure element and 
said electrode element, respectively.
